Your directors are pleased to sub- 
mit herewith their annual report for 
the period ending the 3ist of May, 
1984, together with the auditors re- 
port and balance sheet as of the 
same date. 

On ‘the terminaticn of the ag-ee- 
ment with Mr. J. W. Fraser, June 
ist, 1938. a further agreement for 


‘the sale of the’ crude-oil of the 
‘Company’s Well was made with Mr. 


Fraser for the months of June and 
July at 95 cents per barrel and from 
August ist Mr. Fraser continued to 
take the out-ppt of the well until a 
formal agreement was.entered into 
dated August 1st. This agreement 
surrounding property for a period of 
two years from August 1st, 1933, 
and on which he agreed. to pay 80c. 
per barrel for all the crude produced 
by the well. 

During the year Mr. Fraser has 
reported production of 38307 barrels 
and has paid for the same, $2788.15. 
This amount was disbursed by pay- 
ing accounts owing by the Company 
as shown by the auditors report. 

At the last annual meeting there 
were suggestions as to reducing the 
number of Directors and accordingly 
the board took this matter into con- 
sideration at the annual meeting and 
decided to appoint an executive com- 
mit‘ee consisting of the President, 
Vice-President, and the Secretary 
Treasurer, which Committee was 
authorized by resolution to carry on 
the Affairs of the Company. This 
worked out satisfactorily and we 
recommend #t in preference to reduc- 
ing the Board. r 

In April the Committee visited 
the Company’s Property_ at Wain- 
wright and found everything satis- 
tory. All actions of the Committee 
have been reported to the board of 
Directors and approved. 

In the agreement entered into 
with Mr. Fraser, references is made 
to the purchase by Mr. Frasr of a 
portion of the Company’s five acres 
on which the well is situated and it 
was provided that the matter would 
be brought to the consideration of 
the Shareholders at the annual meet- 
ing and if the purchase was made, 
Mr. Fraser agreed to pay 95 cents 
per barrel for the oil instead of 80 
cents. This will be submitted for 
your consideration at the meeting.

Chipalanes And The “Talkies” 


Hollywood and the motion picture industry have been occupying even 
more than their accustomed share of the newspaper spotlight during récent 
months—and to some effect. There are indications thé results of inquiry 
and publicity will have a salutary (if not sanitary) influence upon the pro- 
er duct. distributed for the entertainment and edification of the theatre-going 
public. \ 

The tremendous potency of the “Talkies” as agénts for popular uplift, 
perhaps transcending that of the pulpit ér the press, has found all too be- 
lated recognition in official quarters. Steps should have been taken, years 
ago, to ensure the influence exerted should be for good, for the elevation, 
not the debasement, of public taste. Institution of a more direct and rigid 
censorship at the source of supply now, appears very much like closing the 
stable door after the horse has been stolen. Much harm has been done 
already. % 

Death of ‘Dillinger, who had the unenviable notoriety of being classed 

as “U.S. Public Enemy No, 1”, just as he left a Chicago theatre where a 
“crime” picture had been shown, came as a somewhat lurid commentary 
upon the feature of the business which had been engaging public atten- 
tion. There had been a surfeit of “crime” films—pictures which, despite the 
anodyne of a little sickly sentiment, had tended to metamorphose the 
“public enemy” into the “public hero”, to throw a fomantic glamor around 
the gangster and his “Moll’’, to sugarcoat the sordid and the subversive. 

. ‘The morbid and degrading curiosity of the mob which battled for safiguin- 
ary souvenirs of the dead Dillinger (the blood-stained garments and he- 
spattered paving stones) can be construed only as a species of hero-wor- 
ship—a hero:worship gone hay-wire, become depraved and distorted. 

The “crime” picture had been accompanied by an’,apparently endless 
string of “sex” films. It was only right, therefore, and to be expected, that 
the Dillinger climax to the first should be paralleled by an equally sen- 
sational climax in the case of the second. The “sex” series ended in a 
notorious ‘morals scandal” trial which occupiéd the attention of a Holly- 
yrood court at the very time police were eriding the hectic career of the 
gangster. 

There is no gainsaying that presentation of crime and sex in the aver- 
age film has been anything but a healthy influence; ‘nor can it be gainsaid 
that the sole criterion of motion picture production in the past has been 
box-office receipts. Such a criterion inevitably led to over-emphasis of 
sensationalism, the featuring of the thrill; and the anodyne of a little moral 
sentiment has never. been applied in sufficient dosage to neutralize the pos- 
sible evil effects upon impressionable minds of scenes and sounds of doubt- 
ful moral quality. 

Action finally has been taken to impose a new and stricter censorship 
upon the film industry, which proposes to expurgate the more harmful fea- 
tures of Hollywood box-office attractions placed in circulation. The censor- 
ship will apply not only to the pictures themselves, but also to the stories 
procured for film purposes. 

Concerning the averagé story submitted and accepted, there apparently 
_ig a reason why they be trite and commonplace both in theme and 
presentation. Apparently,,there is a premium upon the banal., James R. 

’ Gregson, noted playwright and actor, has been giving some rather cynical 
advice upon “How Te Write A Talkie’ to readers of the Leeds (Eng.)

Don’t hesitate: about sending the same people a story which 
they have once rejected. They have probably changed their reader in the 
meantime,”

Conditions In Southwestern Manitoba 
Said To Be Bad 
Winnipeg—Southwestern Manitoba 
lis taking on aspects of a desert as| 

the drouth-stricken district this year 
has extended over a greater area 
than ever before, says a summary of 
crop conditions issued by the Mani- 
toba department of agriculture. 

A strip of land 20 to 40 miles wide 
along the intérnational boundary 
shows scarcely a single good field of 
grain. Soil drifting was followed by 
clouds of grasshoppers and _ hot, 
parching winds have withered what- 
ever crop promised to mature. 

“There really is not a single dis- 
trict west of the Red River. valley 
close along the boundary that has 
anything like a decent crop,” the sum- 
mary says. Wheat “might’’ yield five 
to 10 bushels an acre and oats and 
barley barely sufficient for seed pur- 
poses. 

In the northern and eastern sec- 
tions of Manitoba, conditions show 
sharp improvement. Conditions are 


good in the north, though more rain 
is much needed.

Weather conditions have cut down 
the crop in the United State’, com- 
pletely changed thé average favor- 
able outlook in the Danube_.basin, 
made crop forecasts in Russia ex- 
tremely uncertain and assured only 
mediocré production in Australia. 

Even Canada's crop has been re- 
duced considerably by heat waves of 
recent weeks. 

Wheat experts here have watched 
a steadily mounting total of reports 
in recent weeks indicating disastrous 
inroads made by weather on previous 
production estimates. Prices are 
going up, well over last week's fig- 
ures. It would appear that nearly 
every wheat-producing country has 
been more or less affected. 

According to British government 
statistics, the estimated seasonal 
total of 483 million bushels shows a 
reduction of 150 million bushels for 
domestic consumption, and hence 
there will be virtually no wheat in 
the United Kingdom available for ex- 
port, as reserves must be held for 
next season as usual.

Reciprocity between Canada and the United States is 
again in the air, though there is a noticeable Jack of en- 
thusiasm with respect to it. Before Congress aajourned 
it gave the Presiaent very large powers with respect 
traue negotiations. The chief executive can, if he deems 
1! wise, make commercial agreements with other count 
ries varying. the tariff as much as fifty per cent. The 
agreements will have a life of three years. _ 
. If the United States is going to enter into recipro- 
city pacts, it will hardly be ible, of course, to keep 
Canada out of the picture since Canada is the Republic's 
best customer. Undoubtedly there are difficulties in the 
way of removing the barriers on the free exchange of 
goods between the two countries. 

Canada is a country of primary production, but 
large sections of the United States are areas of primary 
production too, and goods from Canada compete witn 
good from these areas. ' The United States has great 
tactories where industrial goods are turned out on 4 
mass production basis. Tne great market afforded by 
12v,00u,000 peopie make this mass production possible 
and profitapie. But the factories are geared to supply a 
popwiation greater than that of the United States. ‘1nere 
is a surplus for export, and Canada, as the nearest mar- 
ket, gets ail of that surplus she will take. Unoubtedly 
it Canada opened her doors, she could get manutactur- 
ed goous in great variety much cheaper than she gets 
them now. But some of the Canadian provinces have 
industrialized themselves to quite an extent, They want 
the home market and they are too interested in export 
trade. If the smalier Canadian Industries were subject- 
ed unrestrained competition from the great industries 
across the boruer, they would be put out or business, the 
Canaaian payroll wouid dwindle and Canada’s apility to 
buy would be diminished. .

Women Of Germany Are Driven 
From Commerce To Homes By Nazis 


The Nazis are putting woman 
“back in the home.” but they do not 
intend to keep her company thers, 
writes Miriam Beard in Today. 

As a variety of leaders have ex- 
plained with disarming candor, th> 
home is an out-dated institution ht 
only for liberals and that “born civi- 
lian,” the Frenchman. It would ill 
become a Teutonic male to spend 
many waking hours in a home; his 
sons, aS soon as they can goose-step, 
must be transteried from so soften- 
ing an invironmeut to the steruer 
care of a drill master. 

In a home, says the eminent Pro- 
fessor Alfred baeumier, a youth is 
apt to be fitted for society, not war. 
And a saion is particulamy barmtiul; 
in Berlin salons a young man 15 
terrible danger; girls tiatter him— 
“Kezore he Knows it. he is a_ pacif- 
ist Hence, “Not the home and 
salon, but the male assembly and the 
field-camp are the symbolic reali- 
ties” of the Third Reich. 

This view .has been given the 
highest possible confirmauon from 
oucial headquarters. Minister -f 
bropaganda Joseph Goebbels said 4: 
a teminine rally: 

“We Nazis have put women out of 
public life. Nature has fitted wo- 
man for life behind the four walis 
of a house, not for life in the open.” 
She must cheerfully leave the educa- 
cation to man, who can prepare her 
sons so much better for-“hero.c 
sacrifice” upon battlefields. 

The doctrine is echoed—by Nazi 
women themselves. Guida Diehl, in 
Die Duetsche Frau, urges women to 
uphold the military state: “The true 
Germanic ‘woman is a fighter becé use 
of mother love.” She can help man 
to fight by serving him ‘humbly and 
by avoiding chic, which is likely to 
distract the eyes of the warriors 
from their grim pursuits. The noble 


Nazi frau, declares Guida, wears 
‘not a single frill or ornament” 
that could divert a drill sergeant, 
however accidentally, from his duty. 

Agreeing with Hitler that old Im- 
perial Germany met defeat because 
of unpreparedness. a condition thas 
must. be avoided in the future. 
Baeumler says that women made an 
“effeminate” culture full of danger- 
ous “sensual enjoyments. Literature 
and Theatre, Science and Art.’”’ The 
catastrophe of 1918 was due to her, 
and her husband, a stupid pater- 
familias, who spent too much time 
in slippered ease at home and too 
few hours on the drill givw.. 

If the Nazis place constant em- 
phasis on more marriages and off- 
spring, thig is purely the cold dic- 
tate of military necesity, They 
“free” women from the industrial 
machine only to subordinate her 
more utterly to the war machine. 
They urge woman to bear more 
children, as von Papen did in a 
speech last spring, to fertilize battle- 
fields. 

They discuss marriage in term3 
usually employed only for pedigree i 
livestock. A very enthusiatically 
applauded book by Minister of Agri- 
culture Darre proposes the classifi- 
cation of girls into three groups by 
family. records and physical fitness 
to bear radically pure and muscular 
Teutonic warriors. The best group 
is to be allotted by law to Nazi 
leaders. 

The whole tone of the Nazis is 
easily explainable by the fact that 
the overwhelming majority of the 
highest leaders -are—like Adolf Hit- 
ler himself—bachelor veterans or pro 
fessional soldiers who have never 
engaged successfully im any civiliax 
occupation. The brown battalions 
that follow them have been recruit- 
ed from Germany's tragic class of

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“surplus men,” young and old, a job 
hungary soldateska devoid not only 
of mercy for women as economic 
competitors, but of any appreciation 
of women as a cucture factor. The 
Nazis are not anti-feminists merely, 
but profoundly anti-feminine. This 
is nowhere better shown than in the 
enormous chorus of praise for the 
Mannerbund, the warrior-league, with 
all its sinster implications of camar- 
aderie between weaponed males. 

Upon all classes ang types of wo- 
men, the most humble as well as the 
most advanced, the efforts of the 
Nazis’ conquest of powers are al- 
ready making themselves felt. 

The first to suffer were, naturally 
the most ambitious. Hitler at once 
abrogated the constitutional provis- 
ion of equal pay and rights for wo-

Wayside Brooks

TEXT: Psalm 110, He shall drink 
of the brook in the way therefore 
shall he lift up the head. 

The Book of Psalms is a great 
book’ of moods, «« There ‘is searcely a 
mood, in which one might find him- 
“self that does not find its edunter- 
part in the ‘experiences of the 
Psalmist. Someone has said that it’ 
is the most complete expression of 
human life in literature. Griefs. 
‘sorows, fears. \doubts, hopes, cares, 
Jin short, all those tumultuous agita- 
tions wherewith the human mind may 
‘be, tossed are here portrayed. 

The Psalm is a description of the 
future Messionic Prince who is to 
come and eclipse all the glories of 
David’s Kingdom, great as thede 
have been. The poet describes his 
fullness, his triumphant progress 
over all his enemies and ends with. 
the secret of his undying freshness. 
He shall drink of the brook in the 


way therefore shall he lift up the 
head.” 
The picture is a beautiful one. 


“The Brook by the Way.” Let us in 
imagination visit it. 

Sometimes. in travelling along a 
hot, dusty road you have come to u 
beautiful wood-embowered brook, 
which trickled down the hillside, flow-: 
ed underneath the bridge and then 
made its way down through the 
valley. The brook is overarched by 
several large trees, with abundant 
foliage. How shady and cool is this 
spot! How green ‘and luscious the 
grass and ferns which grow about it! 
You drink its cool, sparkling water. 
You hold your hands,in it and bathe 
your brow. You fill your pail or 
water jar for your journey. You have 
drunk of the brook by the way and 
been refreshed and with uplifted 
head pursued your way. Have you 
seen the brook? 

I sometimes wonder if we have 
anything like the appreciation we 
ought to have for these Old Testa- 
ment stories. Let us remember that 
they were a pastoral people. They 
lived close to ‘nature and through 
daily dependence upon God had an 
appreciation of his ways that I feur 
is lacking in our lives. Theirs was 
a God centred life. 

Recall how Jesus being weary sat 
by the well “Now Jacobs well was 
there.” His purpose in visiting tha 
well was for refreshing drink. The 
disciple ‘had gone into the city to buy 
victuals and the supposition is that 
the meal would be eaten in the 
néighborhood of the wilh In that 
semi-arid country a. brook or an 
overflowing well was a treasure, It 
is always so. Water enhances th2 
value of property. Beneficial for 
both man and beast. 

In the long history of Israel, 
Jacob’s well had brought relief to 
many a weary traveller. 

Elijah during the days of famine 
dwelt near the brook Cherith. The 
reason is obvious. 

David pursuing the Amalekites 
left the invalids by the Brook Besor. 
Thése warriors were unable to go 
farther. An -Egyption was found 
there and he revealed the position of 
the Amalekites, when he was reviy- 
ed he leq the Israelites to the ad- 
vance groups and David’s men won @ 
great victory. The brook Besor 
meant life and refreshment to those 
sick men. When the warriors return- 
ed they claimed that the ‘major por- 
tion of the spoils should be theirs 
but David ruled that the men who 
watched the baggage by the brook 
should share equally with them. 

These references will indicate tha: 
the brook “by the way” has playe! 
an important part in human _hap- 
penings. 

What are the Brooks out of which 
the Saviour drank in His journey 
through life? Let us seek for them. 
The question has more than a his- 
toric interest. Christ is not merely 

our Saviour. He is also our Exemp- 
lar, and the Secrets of refreshing He 
found, He found not for Himself 
alone,. but for us also. We, too, can 
also drink of these wayside brooks, 
end he refreshed as He was. “He 
shall drink of the brook in the way 
therefore shall he lift up the head.” 

The first brook is Nature. God’: 
out of doors was a great wayside 
brook in the life of Jesus and. should 
be for us. Recall when Jesus hearJ 
that John, the Baptizer, had been 
killed, He sought the healing of na- 
ture. 

Matthew 14:13 When Jesus heard 
He departed by ship to a desert 
place apart. . We read that the 
multitude followed Him. No one 
can, study the words of Jesus without 
recognizing that He was a close and 

reverent student of the brook of na- 
ture, and that on her pages He not 
only found some of His most exquis- 


ite thoughts of God but also many. 


an hour of sweet comfort for His 
own soul. How many of his para- 
ables are drawn from nature. Eyen 
in the. crowded city of Jerusalem 
Jesus -had found a garden. John 18 
tells ‘that Jesus. often resorted 
thither. ‘ ‘ 

At this glorious summer season 
when nature is at her best this aay 
side brook especially suggests /iteeif 
to our thought. The grass, the 
flowers, the shady nook, the lakes 
and rivers, the mountains, the sea, 
speak and say, “If God so clothes 
the grass of the field will he not 
clothe you.” Come ye apart and rest 
awhile.”” May we drink of the 
brook and be refreshed py the way. 
I have just returtied from a perfect- 
ly. wonderful trip over the Mountains 
to Vancouver by C.N.R. _ 

We must drink.wisely else there 
be no uplifted head. There is a 
trinity of body, mind and spirit, each 
demands its own food. To see mater- 


-——~ ial beauty only is to feed the eye. 


To see, order and symmetry is to 
feed ‘the mind. Need to have awe 
and reverence aroused. Jacob said 
“Surely God is in this piace.” The 
Pralmist “The Heavers declare the 
glory of God.” Tennyson felt if he 
could understand the flower 
plucked from the crannied wall” 
he would know what God was. When 
I arrived at Vancouver the question 
in my mind after viewing the mam- 
moth mountains and the sea was 
“what is man that Thou are mindful 
of him?” He is so small by com- 
parison and yet the object of God’s 
love. 

For many these are vacation days 
May we _ experience re-creation 
through drinking from this brook 
and face afresh the responsibilities 
of life with the uplifted head. May 
our bodies and minds and souls be 
timed anew by its ministry. 

The Brook of human friendship 
wags one to which Jesus often turned 
aside and thus found many ‘an hou: 
of sweet refreshment for the bur- 
dens and battle of life. There were 
doubtless many such plans of sweet 
intercourse in the life of Jesus >f 
which we have no record, but two of 
these come before us with special 
prominence in ‘the gospel story. 

One of these was the friendship of 
the beloved disciple. The picture of 
John as he lay on the Masters breast 
on the last night of this human life, 
discloses a human - intimacy that a> 
once surpriscs and comforts us. At 
the close of life fram the cross He 
committed His mother to the care 
of that disciple. Jesus must have 
had a great capacity for friendship. 
His love had the tenderness of a 
lover. 

The other is the house at Bethany. 
Thither as the quiet evening fell on 
some day of preaching and teaching, 
or burdened af.er some hot argument 
with the Pharisees, or wearied with 
the unbelief of men, or longing for 
human fellowship Jesus repaired for 
rest and refreshment. Mary sat a* 
His feet and listened to His words. 
Martha was a capable hostess ani 
provided the entertainment. Lazarrus 
sat in quiet manlike appreciation of 
their guest. John says “Jesus loved 
Martha, her sister and Lazarrus.” 

Here our Lord tasted the sweets 
of human friendship and went forth 
refreshed. 

What was true of Jesus, may be 
true of us. When tired and wear, 
with the burden of life there 15 
nothing so helpful as the sympathy 
and support of true friends. 
Draughts from the brook of human 
friendship are very refreshing and a 
necessity for all of us. 

‘John G. Paton tel’s the s‘ory of 
his father acc:mpanying him some 
distance on the morning he left home 
to take up foreign missionary work. 
After they said farewell John hast- 
ens on and when he came to the spot 
were he knew it was his last op- 
portunity to see his father he looked 
back and saw. his father kneeling u: 
prayer. “I knew he was praying 
for me.” 

Paton says that science afforded 
him support in danger and loneliness 
both in ‘the city and wilderness. 

Enoch Arden found the friendship 
of Miriam Lane to whom he to'd his 
sad story, a support in his sadness. 
Let us offer our cup to wayfarers 
who are lonely ang discouraged. May 
they drink from the sweet brook of 
human friendship and be refreshed. 

Another brook out of which our 
Lord drank by the way was th: 
brook of communion with God. 

Sometimes that communion was 
found in his work in the joy, of 
bringing a soul to the light. 

He sat down at the well weary. 
He talked with the woman of Sam- 
aria. The Disciples had gone into 
the village to buy meat.

Lesson: IJ. Kings 4:1-44. 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 41:1-4. 


Explanations And Comments 


A Widow Helped, verses 1-7. No 
one can read the miracles recorded 
in this chapter as wrought by Elisha 
without remarking their similarity 
to some of those recorded of Elijah. 
Both multiplied the substance of a 
needy widiw, both restored a dead 
child to life. The multiplying of the 
loaves and grain brings to our mind, 
©: course, the miracle wrought by 
Jesus in feeding the multitude. 

In_our first story theré is a widow 
in sore distress. The law allowed a 
creditor to take children as bonds- 
men for a debt—see Leviticus 25:39- 
41—and this woman's creditor was 
about to take away her two children 
vwh:a she appealed to Elisha for help. 
The method which Elisha is said to 
have employed to relieve-her distress 
differs from that of most miracleg of 
the Bible. What had she in the 
house? he inquired. Oil, a pot of oil. 
Borrow all the empty vessels you 
can from your neighbors, fill them 
from the pot of oil which you pos- 
sess, then sell the oil, pay your debts, 
and live upon the remainder of the 
sale price, was his counsel. Her needs 
were supplied by a divine mercy of 
which the oil that flowed as long as 
she had any empty vessel to receive 
it is a type. ‘

Cattle can eat poison ivy ‘with im- 
punity but dogs are poisoned by it. 

For the past seven weeks, the 
amount of United States wheat in 
Canada has been shown as two bush- 
els. On July 6 last year, the amount 
was 3,950,798 bushels. 

In tests for feeding dairy cattle at 
Montana, it was found that the con- 
sumption of hay by ‘growing heifers 
was increased by diluting molasses 
and sprinkling over the hay. 

With the exception of corn and 
sugar beets which show increases, 


there is little change in the acreages - 


of late-sown crops in Canada, accord- 
ing to the preliminary estimate. 

The export of Canadian cattle to 
Great Britain for this year up to 
July 12 totalled 26,115 head as com- 


pared with 23,961 during the cor- _ 


responding period of last year. 

For the first 28 weeks of 1934, end- 
ing July 12, the number of hogs 
graded in Canada was 1,719,796, a 
decrease of 55,339 compared with the 
same period of last year. 

Butter, raisins and dried currants, 
wheat and wheat flour are the four 
Australian products which do not re- 
ceive the benefits of the British 
preferential tariff when imported into 
Canada. 

“Handpicked” in the Fruit and 
Honey Act, 1934, means that, as ap- 
plied to apples, pears, peaches, apri- 
cots, and cherries, they will be con- 
sidered handpicked unless they show 
evidence of rough handling or of hav- 
ing been on the ground. 

The exporting of approximately a 
million pounds of Canadian poultry 
during the last three or four months 
has had a very beneficial effect on 
the Canadian market and has open- 
ed up an encouraging avenue of trade 
for subsequent development.—Egg 
and Poultry Market Review.

Curious Floating Islands 


Masses Of Water Plants Secured By 
pe Poplar Stakes 

Near the City of Mexico is the 
Lake of Xochimilco, nearly covered 
with floating gardens, called chin- 
ampas, on which are raised flowers 
and vegetables for the city markets, 
They are formed of floating masses 
of water plants, covered with soil, 
and secured by poplar stakes. The 
latter take root, and surround the 
islands with living hedges. Among 
the largest natural floating islands 
are those formed by tangled masses 
of trees and brushwood carried down 
by great rivers. On the Mississippi 
and its tributaries these islands are 
known as “rafts."" One of the most 
remarkable of these rafts began 
forming in the Atchafalaya,: one of 
the lower arms of the Mississippi, in 
1778, and gradually increased until 
by 1816 it had extended to ten miles 
in“length, over six hundred yards in 
width, and eight feet in depth. Al- 
though it rose and fell with the 
water, it was solid enough to support 
the growth of trees, some of which 
were sixty feet in height. This vast 
obstruction was finally removed by 
the State of Louisiana at great ex- 
pense.

Newspaper In The Lead 


Nothing Else Takes Its Place As 
Publicity Medium 

Figures of the Bureau of Adver- 
tising of .the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association give some 
idea of the importance attached to 
the newspaper as a publicity medium. 

More than 61 per cent. of the ag- 
gregate advertising appropriations of 
351 leading American concerns in 
1933, it is pointed out, was spent in 
newspapers. This figure surpasses 
by far the 26.9 spent by these firms 
in magazine space and 12 per cent. 
on the air. 

The combined advertising expendi- 
tures of the same companies last 
year, the report shows, were %113,- 
440,000 in newspapers; $49,898,626 in 
magazines and $22,368,298 for radio 
broadcasts. 

No doubt the’ reason why news- 
papers are well out in front as a 


newspapers are read by everybody 
whereas magazines and the radio do 
not carry their appeals to nearly so 
many potential buyers. Wise busi- 
ness leaders are well aware of this 
truism.—Kitchener Record. 


Although Canada has exported 25 
to 30 million bushels of oats to the 
United Kingdom every year, there is 
a limited outlet for Canadian oats in 
the world market. World import re- 
quirements amount to about 90 mil- 
lion bushels a year—which is ‘the 
equivalent of less than one-quarter of 
average Canadian production.
